‘ Begonis commented upon 
the evolving impact of drugs 
on society. He mentioned the 
legalization of marijuana 
and the growing popularity 
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of vapes among youth as 
changes that would have 
been difficult to account for 
a few years ago. He also 
commented upon the enor- 
mous, and growing, number 
of individuals and families 
grappling with drugs on a 
personal level. 

“When you work with a fa- 
mily, and you see the impact 
of our efforts in helping that 
family, we’re getting our 
money’s worth with this pro- 
gram 100 percent,” said Be- 
gonis. 

Reif also commented’ on 
the far-reaching impact of 
her job. 

“This certainly doesn’t 
impact just people that are 
coming into contact with 
police and fire, it’s... a wide 
variety of residents of Wil- 
mington,” she said.

History: 


Politics of the 1890s 
featured torchlight 
parades in Tewksbury 


By LARZ NEILSON 


Politics in Tewksbury’ 125 
years ago had a decidedly dif- 
ferent tone, strong in spirit. 
From the History of Tewks- 
bury by Harold Patten: 

“In the 1890 period, prior to 
the election of the president 
of the United States, both the 
Republicans and the Demo- 
crats held torchlight par- 
ades, starting from the Al- 
mont Station down North 
Street to East Street, then 
proceeding to the old town 
hall where the meetings were 
held and enthusiasm was 
rampart. The band arrayed 
in their uniforms with a 
small torch attached to the 
front of their caps to help 
provide light for their music. 

“Those who paraded car- 
ried torch lights, homemade 
usually, although for sale at 
city stores. Usually made of 
broom sticks, at the top 
heavy wire pierced the side 
of cans, allowing them to 
swing when carried, sperm 
oil in the cans with a wick 
through through the top of 
the can. When lighted, they 
flickered and glowed in the 
darkness. To the young peo- 
ple, it was an imposing sight. 

“Crossing the tracks at the 
Centre, the first house pas- 
sed was that of Benjamin F. 
Spaulding. An ardent Demo- 
crat, he had red fire burning 
all along his property. The 
band played at its best as 
they passed. In his home 
was Mr. Austin an ardent 
Republican. He had all the 
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windows closed tightly, cur- 
tains drawn and shutters 
closed. 

“This same procedure was 
followed when the Republi- 
cans had their parade, much 
longer and more colorful 
than that of the Democrats. 
Usually the band, composed 
of both Republicans and 
Democrats, were engaged to 
play their best. However, 
someone usually blew a false 
note, causing some confu- 
sion, excitement and hilarity. 

“I believe there were only 
about 13 Democrats in town, 
so they usually imported 


some friends from Lowell to 
make a respectable showing. 
On this occasion, the rumor 
around town the next day 
was that some of the visiting 
ones from Lowell were seen 
at the railroad station the 
next morning, somewhat the 
worse for the wear, depart- 
ing from the old town. This, 
of course, provided a fine bit 
of conversation for the mem- 
bers of the other party. 

“Great doings and excite- 
ment in the old town when 
politics was at its exciting 
period in the political era of 
yesteryear.”

critical incident training. 
The training covers a vari- 
ety of topics, including men- 
tal health, substance abuse, 
and elder issues. Reif, along 
with Lieutenant Desmond 
from the Police Department, 
have undergone .an eight- 
hour intensive mental health 
training. 

Over the summer, Reif stat- 
ed that she worked with the 
school department to con- 
duct training for school staff 
on issues related to marijua- 
na.and vaping. There was 
also a half-day training ses- 
sion for library staff regard- 
ing mental health. 

The department recently 
received a PAARI Grant, 
which will allow the town to 
hire a part time recovery 
coach to assist Reif working 
directly with local residents. 

The selectmen praised Be- 
gonis, Reif, and the growing 
substance abuse and mental 
health initiative being un- 
dertaken by the town. 

“You’re not only working 


q 
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with the police department, 
but it’s the other dept. heads 
that you’re working with,” 
said Selectman Ed Loud. “If 
it’s not the veterans it’s the 
elderly services, it’s every- 
one, and it affects everyone, 
so I really, really appreciate 
that, and thank you both for 
being here tonight.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
commented on the critical 
need for the program. 

“It’s a real wake up call to 
hear you say that even in a 
couple of years Samantha 
may need an assistant,” said 
McCoy. “It just goes to show 
the severity.”

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Senior thrown into the net on emergency basis 
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McConologue answers the call and helps keeps post-season chances alive

‘Early in the season, the 
Wilmington High School 
Field Hockey team lost 
returning goalie April 
Haines to an injury. That 
forced head coach Leanne 
Ebert to first call up JV 
goalie Johanna Robinson, 
and, then dramatically 
change her field line-up to 
help protect the inexperi- 
ence in the cage. On Friday 
morning, Ebert had to make 
another change. 

“So Johanna let us know in 
the morning that she was 
sick and wouldn't be able to 
play or attend our game,” 
said Ebert. “Actually she 
was*so dehydrated that she 
went to the hospital.” 

‘With the game against 
Melrose about six or seven 
hours away, Ebert had to 
figure.out who would strap 
on the helmet and pads. 
“S0<I met up with Katie 
MeConologue,” said Ebert. 
“J asked if she knew what I 
wanted to talk about and she 
said no. I explained that we 
needed a goalie for the 
game, someone who would 
be. confident in the net, com- 
municate with the team, 
give- them a boost that they 
needed and I thought she 
could: be that person. 

«Plus when she played on 
the Freshman and JV teams 
and. they needed a goalie, 
she would step in, so she 
was: the only player I had 
who had any kind of experi- 
ence in the net.” 

MeConologue was 
awestruck when her coach 
asked her if she would take 
on the role of goalie. 

“Her response was 'of 
course I'll do whatever the 
team. needs, but Coach I 
stink',” said Ebert. “I told 
her that she didn't. That she 
has the ability and _athleti- 
cism to play the position, 
and she is great at lifting the 
players' spirits up, commu- 
nieating them. and that's 
what we needed. 

“T-told her that I didn't 
eare-if she let in zero or 
twenty goals, that the kids 
would rally behind her, and 
all she needed to do was 
communicate and be a 
leader out there.” 

Low and behold 
MeConologue not only suit- 
ed: up, but she was the com- 
plete opposite of 'stink'. She 
made four saves on the 
night, escaped a few corners 
by Melrose, posted a shut 
out:and helped Wilmington 
come away with a huge 1-0 
win, keeping the team's 
post-season chances alive. 

“Because Katie was in the 
net, we ended up changing 
our line-up around and we 
moved (captain) Molly 
Foley back to the sweeper 
position and we went heavy

with experienced defenders 
to help Katie out,” said 
Ebert. “And the girls played 
so great. The defense kept 
the ball away from our net 
as much as possible.” 

The game was scoreless 
through 57 minutes. 

“With three minutes left in 
the game, it was scoreless 
and I said to myself 'OK, I'll 
take a tie' and bang, Kacie 
Bourrell popped ina goal, 
and we won the game 1-0, 
and it was all on Senior 
Night,” said Ebert. “I was so 
proud of Katie. She has 
always been such a team 
player, but that game she 
showed that she is a true, 
true team player. She did 
whatever the team needed 
and she delivered. I was also 
so proud of the team 
because they all played 
great.” 

After getting rest and 
hydrated, Robinson was able 
to return to the team for 
Monday night's road contest 
at Woburn, a game that had 
been postponed twice during 
the regular season. She 
returned to the net and 
allowed McConologue to go 
back as a field player, and 
both of them helped the 
Wildcats keep up their 
momentum with a 2-0 victo- 
ry over the Tanners. 

“We dominated the game,” 
said Ebert. “We had eleven 
shots on net and we scored 


in the 15th minute of the 
first half and then with 
seven. minutes left in the 
game, coming in the second 
half. “We had a tough time 
of making it happen. We 
dominated, had tons of scor- 
ing chances but struggled to 
finish them. 

“Woburn didn't get a single 
shot on net, had one corner 
and barely got the ball past 
midfield. We dominated, we 
still won, but it was tough 
because I thought we could 
have scored more if we fin- 
ished some chances that we 
had.” 

Bourrell scored both goals 
and kept up her torrid play 
as a forward. 

Wilmington is now 7-7 on 
the season and have four 
games left on the season, 
needing four points (two 
wins, or a win and two ties) 
to qualify for the state tour- 
nament once again. 

“Qualifying is definitely 
doable,” said Ebert. “And 
the team knows that. I'm 
proud of them for getting 
themselves in this position 
because honestly this was a 
rebuilding year after losing 
so many seniors and experi- 
enced players from last 
year's team. We were count- 
ing on having an experi- 
enced player back in the net, 
and unfortunately that had 
to change, and that forced us 
to make a lot of line-up 
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changes to build around the 
inexperience we had in the 
goalie position and that's 
been different than any 
other season we -had. But 


these girls just keep rising 
to the occasion.” 
Wilmington faced 
Burlington on Wednesday 
with results not known as of 


presstime, then will travel to 
Wakefield on Friday, before 
hosting Stoneham next 
Wednesday and Watertown 
on Thursday.

Jeanne built up an incredible athletic legacy,

If you ever doubt the value 
of stories for children, you 
must consider the impact of 
‘the story of Hans Brinker, 
-“The Silver Skates.” In true 
storybook fashion, a girl in 
Wilmington read that story 
and went on to become an 
‘Olympic speed _ skating 
medalist. 

On Feb. 20, 1960, every tel- 

‘evision in Wilmington was 
funed to the Winter 
Olympics as Jeanne 
Ashworth won a_ bronze 
medal in the 500 meter race. 
Fifty eight years later, it is 
still a memorable moment 
in Wilmington sports histo- 
ry. It was the first Olympic 
speed skating medal won by 
-an American woman. 
-«But all good stories must 
‘énd sometime. Jeanne 
‘Chesley Ashworth, 80, died 
“Gn Oct. 4 at her home in 
«Wilmington, New York. 

‘The headlines in the Town 
~Grier of 60 years ago never 
needed a last name. It was 
“just Jeanne. 

Jeanne sets new record. . . 
Jeanne wins Bronze Medal. . 
. Jeanne breaks Olympic 
record . .:. Jeanne is the 
Bobby Jones of skating. 

‘As Bobby Jones did in golf, 
Jeanne held all four top 
€hampionships in speed 

‘skating. She was named to 
the U.S. Olympic team three 
times, 1960, 1964 and 1968. In 
her eareer, she won 14 North 
American or National cham- 
pionships and set a world’s 
record of 44.4 seconds for 
the 500-meter race in the 
Olympic tryouts at Colorado 
Springs in 1964. 

’The 1950’s and early 1960’s 
were a special time in 
Wilmington. The town was 
erazy for speed skating and 
was known as the Home of 
Champions. In 1958, . there 
were four North American 
champions in the 
Wilmington Skating Club — 
Jeanne Ashworth, Janet 
(Backman) Tighe, Nancy 
Weinberg and Drew 
O’Connell. 

Unquestionably the most 
prominent of these was 
Jeanne, the fastest woman 
skater in North America for 
several years. 

Jeanne Ashworth first 
learned to skate on a little 
pond on Lowell Street. Her 
father Raymond had an ice 
cream business nearby, 
called Sunnyhurst, and a 
candy shop next door. While 
her father worked at the 
candy business, Jeanne 
would go across the street 
and skate. There are tennis 
courts next to the pond now, 
but in the 1940’s, it was part 
of a farm. 

The Ashworth family lived 
on Church Street. Jeanne 
was the oldest of three girls. 
She graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
1956. 

Her first race was the 
-Silver Skates Derby in 
Boston Garden. Her favorite 
story had always 
.“Hans_ Brinker,” 


or The 


been, 


Silver Skates,” the story of a 
Dutch boy. So, at the age of 
six, she talked her mother 
into entering her in the race. 
She decided after this first 
experience racing that she 
would be a speed skater, 
wrote Barbara Kelley in the 
Lake Placid News. 

The Wilmington Skating 
Club had its start in the mid- 
1940’s, and the Backman 
family was at the center of 
it. And then along came 
Jeanne. As an eighth grader 
in 1952, she won her first 
North American champi- 
onship. She, along with 
Janet and Leon Backman, 
were welcomed home to a 
tumultuous celebration. 

Skating competition would 
take Jeanne and other 
Wilmington skaters to many 
places - Lake Placid, N.Y., 


Illinois, Minnesota, 
Colorado. 
By 1957, she had won 


everything there was to win 
locally and in Boston. She 
could no longer compete in 
the Silver Skates. 

As she advanced into 
Olympic competition, 
Jeanne had to learn a differ- 
ent type of © racing. 
American speed skaters 
would race in a pack, almost 
like a horse race. Jeanne 
had to adopt the European 
style, in which two skaters 
compete against one anoth- 
er. And once she had learned 
the European style of rac- 
ing, she could no longer 
compete in North American 
racing, for concern of 
reverting to habits she had 
overcome. 

The European - style, 
though, enabled more pre- 
cise timing of each skater. 

In February 1960, Jeanne 
went to Squaw Valley, 
California for the Ninth 
Winter Olympics. It was the 
first time that women’s 
speed skating was an official 
Olympic sport. She placed 
third in the 500-meter race. 
First place went to Helga 
Haase of East Germany 
with a time of 45:9 seconds. 
A Russian, Natalya 
Dontschenko took second 
with 46 seconds. Jeanne’s 
time was 46.1 seconds. One 
fifth of a second made the 
difference between a gold 
and a bronze medal in a 546- 
yard race. 

In the 1,000 meter race, she 
placed tenth, with a time of 
1:34.5, just 2.4 seconds 
behind the gold medalist. In 
the 1500, she was 11th, at 
2:33.7, eight seconds behind 
the winner. And in the 3000, 
she placed eighth in a field 
of 20, 14.3 seconds behind 
the winner. 

The Olympic experience 
was. life-changing _for 
Jeanne. “It’s hard to know 
who I was before the 
Olympics,” she said in 2010. 
“It’s been with me my entire 
life. . . It’s in every single 
cell in my body.” 

She spoke of lasting friend- 
ships with other skaters. At 
Squaw Valley, the athletes 
lived in dormitories. In sub-

sequent years, she received 
gifts of skates from a 
Russian skater, ice skates 
and in-line roller skates. 

One very distinct change 
was her travel. Before the 
Olympics, she travelled in 
the U.S. After the Olympics 
it was off to Europe. 

In 1962, Jeanne went to 
Norway for training for six 
weeks. She finished 10th in 
the World Championships in 
Imatra, Finland. 

She later went to Sweden 


for training, but only spent a 
few weeks on ice, due to a 
broken ankle. But after that 
healed, she toured northern 
Europe on bicycle. And she 
visited Helga Haase in 
Berlin. 

In the meantime, she had 
graduated from _ Tufts 
University with a degree in 
physical therapy. 

She qualified for the U.S. 
Olympic Team again in 1964 
and 1968. In the Olympic tri- 
als in Colorado Springs,

Colo. in January 1964, she 
set a world Olympic record 
of 44.4 seconds in the 500 
meter race. The 1964 races, 
though, were swept by a 
Russian, Lidya Skoblikova, 
who won the gold in all four 
events. The Russian team 
took all three medals in the 
500, and two out of three in 
each of the other events. In 
the 500 meter race, Jeanne 
pulled a tendon on the last 
curve of the race. She fin- 
ished fourth in a field of 28. 

Jeanne left Wilmington, 
Mass. after college and 
moved to Wilmington, New 
York, near Lake Placid. Her 
parents also moved there 
and her father became the 
candy concessionaire to 
Santa’s Workshop. Jeanne 
worked alongside him for 25 
years. Eventually, she decid- 
ed it was time for a change 
and went .to woodworking 
school and became a cabi- 
netmaker. She coached Pee 


Wee speed skating for many 
years, eager to pass ofi the 
excitement and learning 
opportunities of athletic 
competition. 

In 1980, Lake Placid hosted 
the Winter Olympics, and 
Jeanne was on the’ docal 
committee. She flew’ to 
Greece aboard an Air Force 
Presidential jet to get ‘the 
Olympic Flame and pring it 
to the U.S. She described 
this as the thrill of a life- 
time. 


In 1999, she tossed her hat ’ 


into the political rmy’ and 
was elected town supervisor 
of Wilmington, NewYork, a 
village of 1,113 people. The 


position was like that of 


mayor. In Wilmington, 
Mass., one of her greatest 


fans was George Spanos, , 


who was called the Mayor of 


Wilmington. For eight years, ‘| - 


she was the~ mayor. of 
Wilmington — New York.

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Lentine inducted into 
his second Hall of Fame 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
FITCHBURG - Fitchburg 
State University inducted 
the 1957 Men's Soccer team 
to the Athletics Hall of Fame 
on September 30th at the 
Hall of Fame banquet held 
in the Hammond Hall Main 
Lounge as_ part. of 
Homecoming Weekend, the 
school announced on its 

website recently. 

Among the members of 
that team included the late 
Frank Lentine, the WHS 
Hall of Fame boys soccer 
coach. Lentine had never 
played soccer before arriv- 
ing at the school formerly 
known Fitchburg State 
Teachers College. 

The 1957 Men’s Soccer 
Team, coached by Athletic 
Director Robert G. Elliot, 
concluded the season with 
an overall record of 7-2 and 
a 7-1 mark in conference 
play, capping the season 
with a 1-0 victory over 
Bridgewater Teachers 
College to capture the pro- 
gram’s first ever New 
England Teachers College 
Conference (NETCC) 
Championship after nearly 
accomplishing the feat one 
season earlier. A hard fought 
win, the team overcame a 
number of key injuries 
throughout the season, to 
beat an otherwise undefeat- 
ed Bridgewater in the fourth 
period. Charlie Campbell 
scoring the winning goal. 

After his graduation from 
college, Lentine spent two 
years in the military and 
two years in the work place, 
before arriving to become 
an Industrial Arts teacher at 
WHS in 1960. Four years 
later, Lentine asked then 
Athletic Director Larry 
Cushing about the possibili- 
ty of organizing soccer as a 
club sport. Cushing was 
receptive of the idea and 17 
players signed up and was a 
club sport until the fall of 
1969. 

Wilmington played as an 
independent team from 1969-

1971 playing against many of 
the state's best teams and 
finished 24-14-5 under 
Lentine's direction. 

In the fall of 1972, 
Wilmington competed in the 
Northern Soccer League and 
finished 10-1-3 and were the 
first team in program histo- 
ry to qualify and compete in 
the state tournament, losing 
to Needham, 3-1. 

The next two seasons the 
Wildcats finished 12-1-1 and 
9-3-2 under Lentine and the 


success continued in 1975 
with a record of 14-1-1. The 
‘Cats qualified for the state 
tournament for the fourth 
straight season and lost in 


the sectional semi-finals 


against Nauset. 

In 1976, Lentine led the 
Wildcats to a 12-1-3 record 
and qualified for the tourna- 
ment again, losing to 
Medfield, 2-1 in two over- 
times. He resigned after that 
season with a remarkable 8- 
year record of 81-21-15 with 3 
Northern Soccer League 
championship titles and five 
tournament appearances. 

After Lentine, only three 
other people have served as 
the head coach including 
Bill Peabody, Dick Scanlon 
and Steve Scanlon. 

Lentine spent 33 years in 
the public school system for 
33 years as an industrial arts 
teacher and later in the 
guidance department. 

He passed away in August 
of 2017.

BURLINGTON - A week 
ago, it was the Wilmington 
High Football team that ran 
wild over an opponent, as 
the Wildcats piled up 348 
rushing yards on their way 
to a 33-7 rout of Watertown. 

But this past Friday night 
it was the Wildcats who 
were on the receiving end of 
potent run game, as they fell 
victim to Burlington running 
back Jake Doherty and the 
rest of the Red Devils on 
their way to a 42-7-defeat at 
the hands of their Middlesex 
Freedom Division rivals. 

Doherty put on an incredi- 
ble performance against the 
Wildcats, rushing for an 
amazing 354 yards and four 
touchdowns, with scoring 
runs of 53, 74, 55 and 56 
yards. Burlington also 
scored on touchdown passes 
of 70 and 67 yards as big 
plays proved to be the for- 
mula for success for the Red 
Devils. 

With the loss, Wilmington 
dropped to 3-3 on the season 
(1-3. in the Middlesex 
Freedom), while Burlington 
improved to 5-1 (3-1). 

Wilmington trailed only 12- 
7 at the end of the first quar- 
ter and 20-7 at the half 
before Burlington put the 
game out of reach with a 
huge fourth quarter, but 
Wilmington coach Craig 
Turner knew that Burlington 
was dominating the game 
even before it turned into a 
blowout. 

“They manhandled us. 
They were by far the better 
team. We knew all week 
that it was going to be a 
tough hill to climb. They’ve 
got some fabulous athletes 
over there, and that offense 
is very tough. They gave us 
a lot of problems,” Turner 
said. “It was a long, hard 
week and it turned-into a 
long hard night. I thought 
for the most part our kids 
fought hard. A couple of 
plays there late we kind of 
let our guard down and 
didn’t keep playing, but that 
is a fabulous team and they 
are going to do some dam- 
age.” 

The Red Devils began 
doing damage in this one 
nearly from the opening 
whistle, when Doherty 
began his big night on the 
first play from scrimmage, 
taking a handoff and break- 
ing free for a 53-yard touch-

down run and 6-0 Burlington 
lead after the failed extra 
point attempt. 

In the early going, it 
looked like the game may 
turn into a shootout, as 
Wilmington fought back 
with a quick score of their 
own, needing just three 
plays to get on the board, 
when senior wide receiver 
Kyle Kenyon took a screen 
pass from senior quarter- 
back Andrew Sullivan and 
raced 76 yards for a touch- 
down. Adam Bishop’s extra 
point kick gave the Wildcats 
a 7-6 lead with 9:12 left in the 
first quarter. 

Things seemed to settle 
down a little bit on 
Burlington’s next possession 
when they forced Burlington 
to into a turnover on downs 
after a sack by defensive 
tackle Pat McAndrew on 
second down and great pres- 
sure by Kenyon on fourth 
down. But Burlington was 
not going to be denied for 
long, as on their next pos- 
session quarterback Khyle 
Pena connected with wide 
receiver Ryan O’Halloran 
for a 71-yard touchdown pass 
with 2:19 left in the quarter 
to give them a 12-7 lead. 
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The Wildcats put together 
an impressive drive of their 
own on their next posses- 
sion, moving from their 24- 
yard line to the Burlington 
44, with the big play coming 
on a 14-yard completion 
from Sullivan to Jason 
Marquard. But an intercep- 
tion, one of six turnovers on 
the night for the Wildcats,
